Dr.  Charters  Qiues 
Series  of  Lectures 

Recent  Achievements-  and  Improve¬ 
ments  in  the  Educational 
World  is  Theme. 

Dr.  Charters,  director  of  research  in 
the  Carnegie  Institute  of  Technology 
came  to  the  College  Monday,  June  14, 
•md  spent  the  entire  week.  He  gave 
tiie  lectures  to  the  class  in  education¬ 
al  problems,  discussing  the  following 
topics: 

1.  Principles  of  curriculum  con¬ 
struction.

2.  Curriculum  studies  in  (a)  Spell¬ 
ing.

4.  The  application  of  principles 
and  studies  to  practical  school  condi¬ 
tions. 

5.  The  Project:  (a)  Its  definition,

At  the  regular  assembly  Dr.  Char¬ 
ters  delivered  an  address  to  the  en¬ 
tire  student  body  on  Recent  Achieve¬ 
ment  and  Improvements  In  the  Educa¬ 
tional  World.  This  line  of  thought 
was  continued  in  a  special  assembly 
held  Thursday  morning  but  because 
of  the  time  for  going  to  press  an  ‘ac¬ 
count  of  the  latter  address  is  not 
given. 

The  first  phase  of  recent  education 
work  mentioned  was  mental  testing. 
Long  had  it  been  known  that  some 
children  were  more  advanced  than 
others.  But  it  could  not  ho  found  out 
as  to  whether  some  children  woro  be¬ 
hind  others  of  the  same  ago  because 
they  wore  dull  and  couldn't  learn  or 
whethor  they  were  bright  and  lazy. 
By  means  of  t ho  mental  tests  the 
eh ilcl’s  mentality  can  he  learned.  lie 
may  bo  chronologically  eight  years 
and  mentally  ton.  Then  that  child 
should  ho  placed  with  otlior  children 
<>r‘  similar  mentality.  Not  only  has  it 
been  possible  l),v  these  tests  to  ascer¬ 
tain.  tho  child’s  mentality  but  it  has 
been  possible  to  place  adults  in  their 
jirnpor  scale. 

In  Louisville  the  test  was  given  and 
the  upper  twenty  per  cont  wore  placed 
together.  These  children  did  two

Many  of  these  will  be  il¬ 
lustrated.  Mr.  Major  will  also  com¬ 
plete  landscape  plans  for  the  campus 
and  will  complete  sketches  which  will 
be  the  future  basis  of  all  the  campus 
work. 

years  work  in  one,  more  than  that 
they  did  better  than  they  had  ever 
done  before  and  had  time  for  addi¬ 
tional  outside  work. 

Educational  measurements  was  the 
second  phase  discussed.  It  lias  been 
very  recently  that  Tliorndvke’s  Hand¬ 
writing  Seale  has  been  given  to  tjie 
educational  world.  By  this  and  sim¬ 
ilar  scales  it  is  possible  to  determine 
which  children  are  better  than  o t her 
children  when  conditions  are'  the  same. 
Because  of  the  many  indefinite  ele¬ 
ments  in  teaching  it  is  hard  to  know 
the  full  results  of  teaching.  Bv  these 
.tests  it  is  possible  to  measure  some 
phases  of  the  progress. 

Scientific  curriculum  construction  is 
another  recent  educational  result.  A 
curriculum  that  does  not  waste  the 
child’s  time  is  being  worked  out.  Tn 
spelling,  by  means  of  investigation  of 
children’s  work  in  composition,  in  bus¬ 
iness  letters,  and  in  general  corres¬ 
pondence,  it  has  been  found  that  only 
certain  words  are  of  general  use  to  the 
child.  Those  are  .  to  be  stressed  and 
unessential  words  are  to  be  left  un¬ 
studied.  Only  the  really  essential, 
that  which  is  vital  to  the  individual 
is  being  included  in  the  curriculum  of 
today. 

In  the  class  lectures,  Dr.  (.'barters 
emphasized  seven  principles  that 
•should  be  considered  in  curriculum 
construction: 

L  Study  the  life  of  man  in  the  so¬ 
cial  setting  and  determine  the  ulti¬ 
mate  objectives  toward  which  he  is 
striving. 

2.  Analyze  these  objectives  mid 
continue  the  analysis  until  working- 
objectives  are  obtained. 

3.  Arrange  objectives  in  the  order 
of  importance. 

4.  Raise  to  positions  of  high  rank 
In  this  list  those  objectives  which  arc 
high  in  value  for  'children  but  low  in 

1  value  for  adults. 

a.  Determine  the  number  of  the 
most  important  objectives  Avhieh  can 
bo  mustered  in  the  time  allottod  to 
1  school  after  deducting  those  which

Ralph  Yehle  Holds  Fifth  Place  at 
Ames  Meet. 

Two  weeks  ago  it  was  announced  by 
the  Courier  that  Ralph  Yehle  was  to 
attend  the  Ames  track  meet.  He 
made  a  very  creditable  showing  there, 
despite  the  fact  that  he  was  partially 
disabled  by  having  his  ankle  sprain¬ 
ed  -in  the  M.  I.  A.  A.  meet. 

in  the  preliminaries  held  on  Friday, 
Yehle  was  one  of  six  men  out  of  twen¬ 
ty-five  to  qualify  as  the  best.  On 
Saturday  the  championship  was  held 
and  lie  managed  to  hold  fifth  place, 
his  ankles  giving  way  at  o  ft.  7  in., 
thus  winning  over  Bradley  of  Kansas 
who  took  tlie  all-championship  at  the 
Pennsylvania  Relay  Games  in  April. 
The  highest  jump  was  (i  feet,  won  by 
Paige  of  Ames. 

This  was  the  fastest  meet  ever  held 
in  this  part  of  the  country  and  equal¬ 
ly  as  fast  as  any  in  the  U.  S.  The 
Eastern  Conference  College  meet  was 
held  at  Philadelphia  at  the  same  time 
and  the  time  at  Ames,  taken  collect¬ 
ively,  was  faster. 

We  feel  proud  of  Yehle.  Coach  Rice 
reports  that  lie  has  done  well  under 
such  strong  competition.  He  intends 
to  attend  the  Missouri  University  the 
coming  year  and  we  feel  sure  he  will 
make  a  name  there  as  well  as  here. 

Enrollment  Reaches  470. 

At  the  time  of  the  last  issue  of  the 
Green  and  White  the  enrollment  had 
reached  the  450  mark.

Citizenship  School 
lPill  Open  June  28 

Miss  Laura  J.  Yeater,  Sedalia,  Mo., 
Will  Assist  in  Program  for 
the  Week. 

Plans  for  the  school  of  citizenship 
which  is  to  begin  next  Tuesday  are 
well  under  way.  This  school  is  to  be 
under  the  auspices  of  the  College  and 
the  League  of  Women  Voters.  Miss 
Laura  J.  Yeater  of  Sedalia,  Missouri, 
representing  the  league  will  assist  in 
the  program  during  the  week. 

No  fees  will  be  charged  and  an  in¬ 
vitation  is.  extended  to  the  women  of 
the  college,  of  the  city,  and  of  the 
community  to  attend. 

Morning  and  afternoon  meetings 
will  bo  held  at  the  College  and  even¬ 
ing  meetings  will  be  held  down  town. 
Subjects  to  be  discussed  at  the  college 
sessions  are  all  of  vital  importance  to¬ 
day.  They  will  include  many  phases 
of  citizenship,  such  as:  Legal  status 
of  women;  Children’s  Code  of  Mis¬ 
souri;  State  and  National  Judiciary; 
Governmental  Administration  of  Mis¬ 
souri.  Community  problems  will  also 
be  discussed. 

Tho  evening  subjects  will  deal  Avith 
political  parties — origin,  kinds,  prin¬ 
ciples;  Political,  educational,  social 
and  religious  obligations  of  the  citiz¬ 
ens;  State  Educational  Organizations: 
The  President  and  National  Adminis¬ 
tration;  National  Finances  and  the 
Budget  System. 

In  the  short  course  in  Community 
Leadership,  principles  learned  in  the 
citizenship  school  will  be  brought  into 
direct  use  and  applied.  This  work  is 
intended  to  he  very  practical.  Tt  is 
to  make  it  possible  for  more  persons 
to  know  how  to  organize  and  to  direct 
people  in  political,  social,  and  other 
phases  of  work.  Classes  will  be  con¬ 
ducted  both  morning  and  afternoon. 

A  Former  Student  Praised. 

The  Delvali)  Herald  styles  the  work 
done  by  Bessie  Allen  as  “glorified  ag¬ 
riculture”  rather  than  vitalized  ag¬ 
riculture  for,  according  to  the  county 
superintendent,  she  has  been  the  lead¬ 
er  of  the  work  in  tho  county.  She  has 
taught,  the  Taylor  school  near  Union 
Star  during  the  past  year.  There  tho 
children  have  had  hot  lunches  thru- 
out  the  year;  they  have  made  a  “bird 
cafeteria,”  pig  troughs,  chicken  drink¬ 
ing  fountains,  bird  houses,  fly  traps, 
chicken  coops  and  other  things;  they 
have  learned  to  judge  cattle  and 
horses,  and  have  organized  pig  and 
poultry  clubs.  Bossio  studied  this 
work  here.

Agriculture.

Because  of 
tills  infestation,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  replant  in  some  places. 

The  class  in  the  study  of  soils  made 
trips  east '  of  Maryville  to  study  soil' 
formation  and  soil  type.  The  school 
bus  is  used  for  field  work.

Consolidation  in  Harrison  County. 

An  election  was  held  in  Colfax 
township  June  17  to  vote  on  consoli¬ 
dation  and  transportation.  The  valua¬ 
tion  of  this  district  is  $450,000  with 
an  area  of  24  square  miles. 

An  election  was  also  held  in  Clay 
township  Friday,  June  18  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  voting  on  consolidation.  The 
valuation  of  this  district  is  about 
$525,000  with  an  area  of  25  square 
miles. 

Martinsville  was  the  first  consoli¬ 
dated  district  in  Harrison  County. 
They  now  have  an  excellent  commun¬ 
ity  school.  Last  year  they  offered  all 
courses  as  given  in  an  accredited  four 
year  high  school  including  vocational 
agriculture  and  vocational  home  econ¬ 
omics. 

Hatfield  was  consolidated  July  3, 
.1919.  They  will  have  a  two  year  high 
school  this  year. 

Blythedale,  also  consolidated,  has  a 
third  class  high  school  now.  They 
plan  to  make  it  a  second  class  school 
during  the  coming  year.  Supt.  Wat¬ 
son  will  be  there  this  year. 

Magic  vi  lie  was  consolidated  April 
17,  1920.  They  now  have  a  second- 
class  high  school  but  plan  to  raise  it 
to  a  first  class  next  year. 

Mt.  Moriah  was  recently  consoli¬ 
dated.  They  voted  transportation  at 
tho  same  time.  In  addition  to  other 
advantages  of  a  consolidated  school 
they  will  furnish  a  teachers’  cottage. 

Oklahoma  is  Interested  in  Vitalized 
Agriculture. 

Bert  Cooper,  1907,  who,  as  county 
school  superintendent  has  done  so 
much  to  initiate  and  promote  the  vit¬ 
alized  agriculture  work  in  Nodaway 
County,  is  in  Muscogee,  Okla.,  where 
lie  is  assisting  Mr.  Holden  in  conduct¬ 
ing  a  short  course  in  vitalized  agricul¬ 
ture.  He  writes  that  the  spirit  there, 
and  at  other  places  where  the  short 
course  is  being  given  this  summer,  is 
splendid.  90  were  enrolled  in  the 
course  at  Alva,  Okla.,  100  at  Tahle- 
quah,  and  at  least  100  are  expected  at 
Durant.  He  will  return  to  Maryville 
for  tho  short  course  here,  which  be¬ 
gins  July  112.  Following  his  work 
here,  he  will  go  to  Utah  to  engage  in 
similar  work. 


Gentry.  County  Interested  In 
Consolidation. 

Dr.  Charters,  Dean  Colbert,  Supt. 
Carter  of  Harrison  Co.,  and  Supt.  Dun¬ 
can  of  Gentry  County  went  to  Gentry 
Tuesday,  June  15  to  discuss  the  prop¬ 
osition  of  consolidation  in  that  dis¬ 
trict.  Each  of  these  men  made  short 
talks  on  the  different  phases  of  con¬ 
solidation. 

The  valuation  of  this  district  is 
$990,000  with  an  area  of  40  square 
miles.  The  number  of  pupils  in  the 
•district  will  be  more  than  250. 

There  are  only  three  consolidated 
schools  in  Missouri  with  a  larger  area 
and  only  seven  in  the  state  with  a 
larger  valuation. 

The  election  will  be  held  Friday, 
June  18.  A  parade  of  all  the  school 
children  from  over  the  district  will 
be  held  at.  one  o’clock  preceding  the 

election. 

On  the  way  over  they  stopped’  at 
Raven  wood  to  see  the  new  building. 
The  building  with  entire  equipment 
cost  $35,000.  It  has  an  auditorium 
seating  250  people,  a  gymnasium, 
shower  bath  for  boys  and  one  for  girls 
and  modern  heating  and  lighting 
equipment.  Rovenwood  is  a  consol¬ 
idated  school. 

Iliree  consolidations  have  been  made 
in  Gentry  County  since  January  1. 
One  near  Berlin,  one  at  Darlington 
and  one  at  Me  Fall. 

Darlington  will  have  school  in  full 
operation  .September  1.  Pupils  will 
In*  transported  to  the  central  school 
ami  an  additional  year  of  high  school 
work  will  be  added. 

Me  Mall  held  an  election  Saturday, 
June  19  to  vote  on  the  levy,  site,  free 
text  books,  transportation  and  bonds 
to  the  amount  of  $20,000  for  building 
purposes. 

.  Berlin  has  voted  free  text  books, 
transportation  and  $18,500  bonds  for 
a  building. 

Two  other  propositions  will  be  vot¬ 
ed  on  soon  in  Worth  County.  Each 
include  Gentry  County  territory.  One 
is  located  near  Denver,  tho  other  near 
Worth. 


The  five  scholarship  students  who 
taught  in  tho  College  Park  School  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year  have  all  accepted 
positions  for  next  year,  with  salaries 
ranging  from  $1200  to  $1000.  Two  of 
tho  girls  are  to  teach  in  Kansas  City 
and  the  other  throe  are  to  go  to  Iowa. 
All  of  the  girls  have  handled  tho  pro¬ 
ject  problems  during  the  year.  They 
have  provided  much  excellent  work  for 
the  classes  who  observed  them.  The 
methods  classes  and  the  educational 
psychology  class  have  especially  ben- 
efittod  from  the  work  of  these  teach¬ 
ers.
